BOSTON CORRESPONDENCE. 


Epitors. Paciric:—One of the most 
encouraging signs of the times is the fact 
that so much pecuniary liberality is mani- 
fested towards our evangelical Colleges and 
Theological Seminaries. As-I have al- 
ready said in a former letter, there never 
was a time when so much was contributed 
for their benefit as now. Within a com- 
paratively short time, Yale has received 
about $500,000. The Bangor Professor- 
ships are now fully endowed. Douglass: 
Putnam, Esq., of Marietta, O., has offered 
to pay one quarter of $100,000, for the 
benefit of the College in that place, and the 
sum isin process of being madeup. Good 
progress has been made in raising $100,000 
for Dartmouth, and about $80,000 of the 
$50,000, Endowment Fund for Iowa Col- 
lege has been paid or pledged. And by 
the way, this reminds me to correct a mis- 
representation in regard to the village of 
Grinnell, Iowa, where the last named Col- 
lege is situated, which found its way, not 
long since, into the Paciric, from a corre- 

spondent of the Presbyterian. The latter 
said: 


“I expected to find a thriving and very 
pleasant New England village, of clean 
white houses, furnished with green blinds, 
and setting back from the dusty street, 
embowered in lilacs, rose bushes, and honey 
suckles: But it lacks much of what my 
fancy had painted it. One would hardly 
think the village emigrated from the hills of 
New England, or any other place in partic- 
ular. It is a straggling town situated on a 
bleak open prairie ; the houses lack paint 
and shrubbery, and though the railroad has 
just reached it, the town looks as if it had 
fallen into a rapid decline.” 


To this the editor of the Grinnell Re- 


publican replies as follows : 
“The correspondent of the Presbyterian 
did not understand nature’s laws, or he 


_ wore frosty spectacles. 


“Ina town only nine years old, on an 
open prairie he ought not to expect streets 
skirted and adorned by the shadowy elms 
of New Haven or parks of embowering 
trees as in the “ Forest City” of Ohio, nor 
ought he to look for mansions of marble or 
palaces of oriental magnificence, where, un- 
til within the last two years, we were obliged 
to draw our building materials from forty to 
one hundred and twenty-five miles,

ply of trees, the church and public school 
house are surrounded by them, while thou- 
sands of them, in summer time, scatter 
their pleasant dottings of shade about pri- 
pose residences and along our streets.

REVIVALS IN COLLEGES. 
Speaking of Colleges, leads me to remark 


the value of these institutions in their di- 
rect religious influence. It has been said 
that “there are very few churches in which 
revivals and conversions have been so fre- 
quent and so numerous; there are very few 
communities in which so large a proportion 
of the population, especially of the young 
men, are professors of religion, as in the 
Colleges of New England and the Northern 
States.” There were twenty revivals in 
Yale from 1741 to 18387, less than a hun- 
dred years, and five hundred conversions ! 
For thirty years previons to 1848, there 
was a revival there once in two years. No 
class has ever left Amherst College without 
witnessing a powerful revival, and scarcely 
a year has passed in which there has not 


more or less conversions. 

In the few Colleges in the West that 
have been aided by the Collegiate Society, 
and that, too, in. the period of the infancy 
of those institutions, there have been more 
than one thousand conversions, and a large 
portion of the subjects of them-have devoted 
themselves to the work of the Christian. 
ministry. Who can estimate the importance 
of the religious influence thus brought to 
bear in our Colleges, or the men of educa- 


tion who go forth from them to wield their 


mighty influence in society in all the vari- 
ous important spheres in which they move 
and act as teachers, editors, writers of 
books, ministers of the gospel, lawyers, phy- 
sicians, judges, statesmen, etc. etc? I was 
astonished lately in looking over a list of 
eminent men converted in College, to see 
srch an array of names of prominent min- 
-isters and theological writers. First, John 
| Robinson, the leader of the Pilgrim church, 
John Cotten, Edwards, senior and- junior, 
Hopkins, Bellows, Dwight, Beecher, Cor- 
nelius, Alexander, Everts, and a host of 
‘others who have exerted an ‘untold infld- 
ence on the world. Let us pray more for 
-the descent of the Holy Spirit upon these 
institutions. 

We hear already of some indications ot 
special religious interest in the Colleges, as 
we might expect after the day of fasting 
and prayer with reference to them. In 
Iowa College there have been quite a num-

He died before he 
reached three-score years’ apd ten, of 
chronic diarrhoea, (as most persons.do who 
habitually indulge in highly seasoned food, 
and the finest wines and brandies), about 
seven months before the time he had fixed 
om for retiring from business.

Could all the daughters of sorrow: in our 
land, whose husbands are fixed inebriates, 
be gathered together, it would surprise 
some to discover how many of them Were 
ladies of. great delicacy and refinément, 
brought up amid wealth and Juxury, aod 
even amid all the blessings of yeligion and 
piety. The common opinion that dranken- 
ness belongs to the poorer and more de- 
graded of out population, and that it most 
abounds only in dens and garrets, is, indeed 
a very mistaken one. A lady of. much in- 
telligence and refinement, reluctlanty stated, 
recently, that the wealth of her husband 
was his bane, as it drew around him a set 
of fascinating companions, who drew on his 
purse for sdppers and treats, and who would 
not let him off until his means.were ex~ . 
hausted, and he himself was an unconscious 
and ruined sot. For weeks he would ab- 
stain and make great promise of reform, 
when he would again fall into their hands ; 
and this was repeated until all was lost.

It is absolutely necessary that 
the church edifice, scarcely in a tenantable 
condition, should be rebuilt ; and the society 
are now earnestly engaged in this work, 
which their own funds are not sufficient en- 
tirely to carry out.

The principal item of intelligence’ re- 
ceived during the week—one that has 
aroused a feeling of horror and uncontrol- 
lable indignation in every loyal community 
—is the fall of Fort Pillow, and the butch- 
ery of its brave defenders. The tragedy 
is thus briefly described by the Zimes: On 
Tuesday morning, April 12, Forrest, Mc- 
Collough, and Chalmers, with 6,000 to 8,000 
men, attacked the fort, garrisoned by a bat- 
talion of the 13th Tennessee cavalry, num- 
bering 500 men, among whom were 200 
negroes. Some citizens were also inside 
the fort, who fought well. The women and 
children went over on an island. The 
enemy were hid and fired from behind 
(cover) for some time. A surrender was 
demanded several times without effect. At 
last the enemy formed into two columns 
and made a direct assault. All the troeps 
in the fort fought like heroes, until the 
rebels were seen on the breastworks, when 
the colored troops gave way and ran 
down under the river bank. The white 
troops were ordered to take their place, but 
tha derangement of the lines could not be 
remedied, and the enemy poured in, forcing 
the Federals back to the river. Here they 
were compelled to give up. The gunboat 
No. 7 threw 240 shells, but did not do much 
damage to the enemy. Our troops spiked 
three guns, which were captured by the 
enemy, who subsequently set fire to every- 
thing combustible, burning all the houses in 
town. The negroes who had taken refuge 
under the river bank were shot wherever 
found, notwithstanding the surrender. For- 
ty-nine white troops were also shot and 
wounded after the surrender. The enemy 
took about 100 prisoners. Wounded 65. 
The remainder are killed. 

Still later advices detailing the eaptute, 
compiled from letters received ge 
give a more particular account of the hor 
riblegtrocities perpetrated. Many of the 
wou were shot in the hospital, and the 
remainder driven out and the hospital 
burned. The morning after the battle, the 
rebels went about the field to shoot the 
negroes who had not died from previous 
wounds. Many of those who had escaped 


| from the works and hospitals, who desired 


to be treated as prisoners of war as the 
rebels had promised, were ordered into line 
and inhumanly shot down. Of 350 colored 


not one of the officers in command of the 
colored troops survives. Gen. Chalmers 
told the correspondent that although it was 
against the policy of his government to 
spare negro soldiers and their officers, yet 
he had done all in his power to stop the 
carnage; at the same time. he believed it 
was right. Another officer said that our 
white troops would have been protected had 
they not been found to do duty with negroes. 

The rebels evacuated the fort almost im- 
mediately, destroying everything destructi- 
ble, and finishing by blowing up the walls 
and fortifications of the defensive works. 

-The Committee on the Conduct of the 

War have received instructions from the 
Senate to inquire into the matter and report 
at an early day. 
made by Conness and others in favor of 
strict measures of retaliation. 
If it were not for the atrocities perpe- 
trated in this affair, it would not receive 
more than a passing comment. There are 
many Federal successes of equal or greater 
magnitude to record, if it were possible in- 
deed to chronicle the innumerable skirm- 
ishes and lesser engagements generally re- 
sulting in success to the Union cause. Thus 
we have reports of a fight near Winchester, 
between Major Hunter, with a force of 
Pennsylvania cavalry, and the rebels under 
Imboden, resulting in a decided success on 
our part. Also the evacuation of Shreve- 
port. La., and the destruction of the rebel 
rams Missouri and Shreveport ; also a bril- 
liant fight at Pensacola, between the Twen- 
ty-Third and Twenty-Fourth N. Y. cavalry 
and Fifty-Seventh Alabama rebel cavalry, 
in which the latter was almost annihilated 
in a hand-to-hand fight with sabres; also 
several skirmishes and engagements during 
the progress of Gen. Steele’s expedition in 
Southern Arkansas, all resulting in Fede- 
ral victories. Considering these and such 
as these, we could well afford to look upon 
the temporary occupation and partial de- 
struction of Fort Pillow, as a passing inci- 
dent of trifling interest in so gigantic a war. 
But the massacre of the colored troops and 
their accomplished white officers, which the 
rebels seem determined to perpetrate at 
every opportunity, demands immediate ac- 
tion on the part of our Government of the 
most vigorous and determined character. 
Having now, it is believed, more than a hund- 
red thousand colored troops in our service, 
commanded by the most patriotic and ac- 
complished of our officers, it is impossible 
for our Government to pass this and other 
butcheries unnoticed and unpunished. 
Surely, with the vast preparations for the 
coming campaign, it will not be impossible 
for us to select from among our prisoners 
such hostages as shall secure us, in future, 
from the crying disgrace and mortification 
of similar outrages. — 

The recent fluctuations in Gold have at- 
tracted great attention. Advices from New 
York state that it varied, in one day, from 
173 to 189, closing at 176; and somewhat 
similar but less extreme fluctuations have 
characterized the market for some time 
past. Recently there has been a rapid de- 
cline occasioned, it is said, by Secretary 
Chase’s recent sale of £400,000 to £800,- 
000 sterling exchange. 

A Gold Bill is now under 
providing that none but bona fide owners, in 
actual possession, shall make contracts for 
the sale of gold or foreign exchange, and
